Nike-X System 
Would Give U. S. 
One-Two Punch 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The 
new Nike-X 
antimissile 
system, 
mentioned 
tersely 
in 
President 
Kennedy’s budget message, would 
give the United States a one-two 
punch to hurl at oncoming enemy 
hydrogen warheads. 
The Nike-Zeus, under develop­ 
ment for more than six years, is 
designed lo intercept hostile mis­ 
sile warheads beyond the atmos­ 
phere. 
The 
very 
much 
faster 
Nike-X w'ould destroy such war­ 
heads penetrating inside the at­ 
mosphere, relatively close to the 
ground. 
Since the Nike-X still is in the 
drawing board stage, it appears 
likely this new orientation in Pen­ 
tagon thinking on missile defense 
will delay any combat-ready sys­ 
tem until the latter part of this 
decade, if not longer. 
Kennedy 
asked 
Congress 
for 
$325 million to push development 
of the Nike-Zeus, w'hich already 
has intercepted three target war­ 
heads in tests over the Pacific, 
and to start work on the advanced 
system. 
The 
President 
also 
requested 
$100 million for other unspecified 
antimissile research projects re­ 
lated to the Zeus. 
The message provided no am ­ 
plification, 
but 
defense 
officials 
Nike-X 
w'ould 
complement 
the 
Zeus which they said has been 
radically redesigned and greatly 
improved in many respects. 
Nike-X was described by those 
officials as a later generation of 
the 
Nike-Zeus, 
with vastly im­ 
proved radar, a swifter missile 
and better electronic components. 
They said it w'ould substantially 
increase the effectiveness of the 
Zeus system.

Reductions May 
Be Restored In 
Bills Next Year 


WASHINGTON (AP' — If the 
188th Congress follows the course 
I of its predecessors, it will sharply 
I cut President Kennedy’s requests 
for new appropriations this year 
: — and restore many of the reduc­ 
tions next year. 
Congress has been doing this 
i for years. 
Last 
year, 
for 
example, 
it. 
trimmed about $4.4 billion from 
new appropriations requests and 
its members didn't overlook that 
fact in their campaigns for re­ 
election 
what 
they 
probably 
didn’t mention was that in 1962 
Congress voted more than $500 
million in so-called supplemental 
appropriations, most of its restor­ 
ing cuts made a year earlier. 
Extra Money Voted 
Every Congress usually passes 
several supplemental or deficien­ 
cy money bills. Not all of the 
money 
involved 
restores 
cuts 
made 
previously, 
but 
a 
large 
amount of it does. As new pro­ 
grams are developed, or when 
unexpected break-throughs occur 
in scientific and military research 
programs, extra money is needed 
in a hurry and Congress usually 
provides it quickly in the form of 
supplementals. 
The cutting is heaviest in elec­ 
tion years and the restoration of 
cuts consequently 
is largest in 
years following elections. 
A study of appropriations rec­ 
ords for the past five fiscal years 
shows 
that 
t o t a l 
reductions 
claimed by Congress aggregated 
about 
$12.5 
billion, 
while 
the 
amount of money appropriated in 
supplemental and deficiency bills 
totaled close to $20 billion. 
Most For Emergencies 
i 
Congress 
trimmed 
the 
fiscal 
1962 budget by $4.9 billion, but 
voted $1.5 billion in supplemental 
funds for the same year. It cut 
$211 million from 1961 appropria­ 
tion requests and approved $2.6 
billion in supplemental money for 
that period. The 1960 reduction 
was $1.9 billion, the 1959 slash 
added up to $617 million and the 
1958 cut to $4 billion, while sup­ 
plementals for those three years 
were $1.9 billion, $6.4 billion and 
$6.7 billion respectively.

Fewer Forest 
Fires In '62 


There were fewer forest fires in 
the Escanaba district and a lesser 
acreage was blackened in 1962. it 
is reported by Owen Bennett, as­ 
sistant supervisor of the Depart­ 
ment of Conservation District that 
is composed of Delta. M arquette 
and the west one-half of Alger 
Counties. 
Last year there were 68 fires 
that burned over 136 acres, com­ 
pared to 113 fires and 241 acres 
the year before, the report show’s. 
Of this total. M arquette county 
had the largest num ber with 37 
fires. 95 acres, and a total sup­ 
pression cost of $3,397. Delta was 
next with 31 fires. 41 acres and 
a cost of suppression of $801. 
Thera were no files in the west 
half of Alger county. 
Bennett said that April and May 
last year were the most severe 
from the standpoint of fire hazard, 
when 21 of Delta's 31 files oc­ 
curred. Largest fire in the district 
was in M arquette county along the 
Lake Superior shore (50 acres) on 
May 12. 
Chief causes of fires were care­ 
less smokers, debris burners, and 
campers. Smokers accounted for 
19 of the files. 
“We are hopeful the public will 
cooperate in safer burning of de­ 
bris this year,” Bennett said. “A 
new type of burner will be dis­ 
played at the Conservation head- | 
quarters in the spring and litera­ 
ture will be available to encour­ 
age use of this improved type.'*

Electors of the Escanaba Area School District, who 
turned down a 0.75 mill tax proposal in May, 1962, will be 
asked to vote again on a program including the May, 1962 
proposal, plus some additions, on Feb. 18. 
The new proposal is for 1.8 mills. 
It would finance a broad program of construction and 
modernization in the district’s elementary schools that would, 
says Superintendent Walter Bright, care for the district’s 
foreseeable needs for the next IO years. 
The Escanaba Area Board of Education put the con­ 
struction and debt retirement package together after con­ 
sultation 'with bonding experts and citizen groups which 
latter urged that the system’s full current needs be pre­ 
sented to the taxpaying public at this time. The board cited 
that the proposed tax will be only slightly larger than the 
1.75 mills paid for retirement of the debt on the John A. 
Lemmer School, which was paid up last year.

The program of work will be a large one with projects 
in all the units of the new consolidated system, and it would 
effect in a financial way and in a sharing of resources a major 
factual consolitation of the district. 
Two of its elements, 
Cornell and Ford River townships, still are paying off indi­ 
vidually school debts which predate the consolidation. 
Because of the large tax valuation of the consolidated 
district, (just over $50 million) a small levy raises a large 
amount of money. 
Thus the proposed 1.8 mill tax would 
provide 38 new classrooms and 7 multipurpose rooms in new 
schools for the Escanaba Area. Comparatively an expansion 
program at the Escanaba Township (Flat Rock) School Dis­ 
trict costs 3 mills for an addition of 4 classrooms and boiler 
and healthrooms, and Gladstone is paying 5.8 mills for a 
new high school in a school tax package totaling 20.8 mills.

The Soil Conservation Service 
is the IT S. Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture's technical arm of action 
for soil and w ater conservation, 
The SCS brings together in one 
staff 
trained 
conservationists 
needed to solve land and water 
problems. The staff includes con­ 
servation technicians, soil scien­ 
tists. economists, agricultural, ir­ 
rigation, hydraulic, drainage, and 
cartographic engineers; and spe­ 
cialists 
in 
woodlands, 
biology, 
range management, plant m ateri­ 
als, geology and sedimentation. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
'gives on-the-farm technical assist­ 
ance to farm ers and ranchers in 
planning, applying, and m aintain­ 
ing conservation farm and ranch 
systems. 
Assistance 
is 
given 
through m em orandum s of under­ 
standing with 
soil 
conservation 
districts that are organized and 
managed by farm ers and ranchers 
under state laws. 
Last year the SCS gave on-the- 
farm assistance to more than a 
million U. S. individual farmers 
and ranchers. Assistance included 
preparing a soil and land-capabili- 


ty map based on a detailed acre- 
bv-acre survey of the 
farm 
or 
ranch. 
The land owners or operator w as 
helped to prepare a conservation 
plan that provides for various al­ 
ternatives in the use and treat­ 
ment of the land within its needs 
and capability, as shown by the 
map, and in accordance w ith the 
decisions of the individual regard­ 
ing the type of operation he de­ 
sires to follow. 
The conservation plan includes 
anticipated actions for land use 
and soil and water m anagem ent, 
and for conservation and use of 
cultivated land, 
grassland, 
and 
woodland. 
In addition the SCS assists in 
the application of complex prac­ 
tices as called for in the conser­ 
vation plans, such as layouts for 
stripcropping, and designing and 
supervising construction of drain­ 
age and water-disposal systems, 
farm ponds, and waterways. G uid­ 
ance is given for m aintaining the 
farm or ranch conservation system 
after it is applied to the land. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
adm inisters the Departm ent’s up­ 
stream watershed-protection and 
flood-prevention activities as an 
integral part of the total soil and 
w ater conservation job. The job 
involves working with local or­ 
ganizations that sponsor 
w ater­ 
shed projects, and with individual 
land owners and operators in w at­ 
ershed project areas. 
Assistance to local organizations 
and individuals includes helping 
them prepare a watershed work 
plan along with designing and as­ 
sisting in the construction of w at­ 
ershed protection and flood-pre- 
vention measures called for in the 
watershed work plan. 
The SCS helps land owners and 
operators plan, apply, and m ain­ 
tain farm and ranch conservation 
systems in the watershed area and 
adm inisters the Federal part of 
the cost-sharing provisions of the 
W atershed Protection and Flood 
Prevention Act.

Fish Ponds Created To 
Expand Delta s Sports

In recent years the construction 
of small ponds on farm s has be­ 
come one of the more popular 
land uses* under the conservation 
programs promoted by the U.S. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
Aside from being a good soil 
and w ater conservation practice 
and good land use such ponds pro­ 
vide many other benefits. They can 
be used as a source of w ater for 
stock, irrigation, fire protection, 
crop spraying, or for swimming, 
skating, boating, hunting, trapping 
fishing, and many other uses. 
The uses are both recreational 
and income producing. No one 
pond can provide all the benefits, 
b ut on the other hand neither is 
any pond limited to any one use. 
No two ponds are alike. The use­ 
fulness of each is influenced by

The pond then should be spring 
fed or have sufficient depth to in­ 
sure a layer of cold water near the 
bottom during the critical period 
in July and August. 
Besides low tem peratures trout 
require a higher concentration of 
dissolved oxygen in the w ater than 
most fishes. If this concentration 
drops below 3 to 4 parts per mil­ 
lion, trout are in distress. 
The 
abality of w ater to retain oxygen 
in solution decreases as tem pera­ 
ture increases, therefore, warm 
w ater contains less oxygen. High

then likely to impose a double 
hardship upon trout. 
Winter Problem

Soil District To 
Meet January 23 


The Delta County Soil Conser­ 
vation District reports increases 
in tree planting, pond construction 
arid woodland improvement cut­ 
tings in 1962. 
Fifty farm ers and other land­ 
owners became new cooperators 
(m embers) in the District in 1962, 
the largest number to join the 
District in one year since its or­ 
ganization in 1950. The total num ­ 
ber of cooperators in the District 
is now 334, representing a land 
ownership of about 65,000 acres. 
The District furnished 22 basic 
plans for land usage on properties, 
a smaller num ber than in 1961. 
These plans were for usage of 
land for farming and for recre­ 
ational properties. 
The staff spent more Dime on 
pond construction than in other 
years and reported 
completion 
of 6 ponds with several others 
in various stages of completion in 
the county and with a larger num ­ 
ber expected to be constructed in 
in 1963. The ponds are used for 
w ater for farm livestock, sup­ 
plying 
spray 
w ater 
and 
other 
farm needs, and providing habi­ 
tat for wildlife and for fish. 
Side benefits of the ponds have 
been fire protection, ice skating, 
picnic areas and general esthetic 
enhancement. 
Need More Cover 
Daniel Barron, chairman of the 
District, reported that 702 acres 
of cover crops were grown in the 
county in 1962, about an average 
am ount and still inadequate, said 
Barron. The acreage should be at 
least doubled and could be tripled, 
he said, to protect Delta County 
topsoil from w inter wind erosion, 
which has already taken a heavy 
toll of the county’s fertility this 
year. 
Surface drainage works like dit­ 
ching was at a slower pace of con­ 
struction than in some previous 
years. Total need is not as great 
as formerly, but there are areas 
of the county which still need ade­ 
quate drainage. About 2V4 miles of 
surface drains were constructed in 
1962, compared with more than 
three miles of ditches in 1961. 
Several farm ers are showing in­ 
terest in tiling fields to provide 
drainage and some tile projects 
may be sponsored in 1963. This 
sort of work Is not new in Delta 
County, which had tiling projects 
as much as 30 years ago. Some of 
these tile drains still are in use, 
and others have been ripped up 
in ignorance of their location and 
because 
they 
were 
improperly 
constructed and of the wrong kind 
of tile. 
Thinning Hardwoods 
Hardwood 
thinnings 
became

The 
program is operated by the District 
in cooperation with the State De­ 
partm ent of Conservation, which 
supplies the technical assistance 
on the projects from its Forestry 
Division. 
One hundi'ed and 28 acres of 
hardwoods were thinned by own­ 
ers in 1962. This work resulted in 


ated on farms mostly, but some 
of the largest plantings were on 
non-farm properties. 
Acceptance of rotation harvest 
in pulpwood stands was evident 
during the year, said District di­ 
rectors. More and more woodland 
owners were harvesting pulping 
woods on a selective basis, cutting 
only mature trees and bring along 
the rest of the stand for later har­ 
vest. The old plan of harvest was 
apt to take all that was saleable 
and this method did not provide 
maximum wood production from 
the land and resulted in consider­ 
able waste in the residual stand 
from wind and other causes. 
Habitat Improvement 
Wildlife 
habitat 
development 
covered only IO acres, but was one 
of the significant new items of the 
District’s program. The acreage de­ 
voted to such experim entation and 
development has never been large 
yet in Delta, but it seems to be in­ 
creasing and the field is one which 
District directors expect to be an 
active one in the future as recrea­ 
tional values are appreciated more 
and become more saleable. 
The habitat improvement pro­ 
jects included land worked up for 
planting with rye for deer feed, 
and the planting of clovers for 
partridge feed. 
No wildlife feed shrubs were 
planted in 1962. In the previous 
year several wildlife feed patches 
were established and observers 
noted that deer and rabbits had 
about destroyed most of them by 
overbrowsing. The Amur maples 
of the plantings, a shrub type m a­ 
ple from Asia, survived and will 
be watched for their U.P. poten­ 
tial. The Amur maples, honeysuc­ 
kles and some other shrubs-seemed 
to survive because they were cov­ 
ered by the deep snows. Shrubs 
which stood above the snowline 
w ere destroyed. 
The year’s achievement list re­ 
ported no contour strip cropping, 
which is regarded as a desirable 
development for Delta agricul­ 
ture. Some new contour strip pro­ 
jects are planned for 1963. The 
Bark River-Schaffer area is most 
needful of this type of farming, 
because of the slopes, and most of 
Delta’s contouring is found there. 
Strips of alternate crops which 
follow the contours of the land are 
found practical to work and check 
downhill erosion and keep fertiliz­ 
er and moisture where they be­ 
long. 
The value of fertilizer on pas­ 
tures and grasslands is becoming j 
I. ore accepted. They need not be 
reseeded so often when nourish­ 
ed with fertilizer and provide bet­ 
ter quality forage. The practice 
of fertilizing is becoming more 
general in Delta and showed ad­ 
vances in 1962.

Farm ers once in the pro- i 
gram soon learn the good cows. ! 
The next step is to save heifer j 
calves from the besit cows for herd | 
replacements. 
Frequently we will hear fo lk s; 
say “I know which are my best \ 
cow without being in a testing 
program .” This can be challeng­ 
ed because we rem em ber outstand­ 
ing performances, but can we re­ 
m em ber what happens over an en­ 
tire year’’ We must have records 
for reference. One animal may 
start off at a terriffic pace but

In a testing program you weigh 
the milk once a month. This gives 
I he farmer a check on whether he 
is feeding each animal according 
to production. 
Every dairy farm er should set as 
a goal a herd average of 400 
pounds of butterfat per cow. Those 
who have already achieved that 
goal are .setting 500 pounds as 
their next goal and several will 
reach it. This is the competition 
you have to meet within your own 
community.
